It IB whispered about the streets and, 


in EOtne instances, openly announced, 
that Uie city attorney and bio three 
members of tbe board of trneteea are go- 
ing to uncereinoniotiBly discharge E. B. 
HiRgiue, chief of the fire department, at 
their next meeting, and this because the 
chief bag not obeyed their orders direct- 
ing the removal of Mr. Wallace, driver o 
engine So. 1, and Babatitating a Mr. 
Trontt in his place. Ik is even intimatei 
that a rival or substitute fire departmen 
ia in course of conetruction, compoae( 
necessarily ol the worst and moat sub- 
servient element ol tbe city. II it.wer 
not worse than useless, it might be 
timely to suggest to these more than 
reckleee politics! traffickers lliat if they 
proceed too far with their methods prop- 
erty owners and buuineflfl men of the town 
whose property and safety they are 
jeopardising, may be driven to the use o 
some argument that even tho triangle 
can appreciate. It might aleo be sag 
go Bled here tbat it has taken eome five 
or sis: years, and cost many thousands o 
dollars in necessary losses, to bring th 
department to its present efficient condi 
tion. Baring last summer not lees thai 
half a dozen fires started in the busiuesi 
center of the city, and would, if no 
properly handled, have wrought til 
destruction of many thousands of do 
lars worth of property; but by vigilance 
promptness, united action and skill not 
surpassed, if equaled, by any volunteer 
fire department anywhere—tlieee fires 
were in every inatanceextinguisbed with 
but Bmnll loee. 


Another long hot eommer is approach- 


ing, and the business men of the town 
are confronted by n board of trustees 
who are doing everything in thoir power 
to destroy the present department when 
common intelligence teaches every one 
tbat a new deportment could not be pos- 
sibly organized, competent or capable to 
protect the city from destruction during 
the dry eeason. 
When thio thing was 


attempted some weeks ego tbo conspir- 
ators, amazed by the outbreak of public 
indignation with which their proposition 
W»B mot, retired from their position as 
best they could; bat smarting; under de- 
feat, and goaded on by bad ndrico and 
poor whisky, it seems tbat they are 
Loaded and ready for anything within 
the scope of their imaginary power at 
their next meeting. Wo say imaginary 
power, lor their assumption of authority 
will be contested by tbe citizens in de- 
fense of the fire department at every 
point. 


While it was cot eappoeod when tho 


board was elected, though made up of 
homo and foreign talent, tbat anything 
very beneficial to the ciiy could be ex 
pected, still it was not foreseen that 
Fresno city would be humiliated and 
disgraced, at home or abroad as this more 
than ignorant and worse tban reckloea 
triangle have succeeded in doing. Tho 
iieue is not a political one, not at any 
rate in tho seme of being a party ques- 
tion. Three-fourths of the democratic 
voters and the representatives of nine- 
tenths of tbe taxable property of Uie city 
are announced in oppositu n to this reek- 
lew and corrupt scheme. Such sterling 
citizens as Thomas E. Hashes, W. W. 
Phillips, 0. S. Woodward, .T. W. Fergu- 
son, W. E. Thoma?, J. E. Austin, E. y. 
Griffith and in fact all of the Democrats 
as well as Republicans who have any- 
thing to save from firo, except a fire- 
proof soul and> burglar proof conscience, 
are oattpoken and fearless in their de 
nunciation ol this whole transaction.
